Ai: Important Dechﬂm.

We call the attention of our readers,
and of the legal profession especially,
to the late decision of the Supreme
Court of Michigan on: the taxing pow-
er. It will be found on page 487 of
the Law Register, in the August s
ber of the present year.

The Legislature of the State of
Michigan, in 1864, passed an act au.
thorizing certain townships to pledge
their credit to aid in the.ccnstruction of
certain rgilreads. The electors of the
townships were aunthorized to hold meet
ings to determine what amount should
be raised for this purpose, and the form,
mode of issuing, and other particulars
relating to the sccurities by which the
credit was to be given.

T. Company, to build locks on
the east side of the river, at the same
place. Awnd who is to.be benefitted by
this? We answer, the company only.
True they promise in the bill that they
will not charge, for the first ten years,
more than twenty cents per ton (meass
urcwent) for freight passing through
the locks, What a benign promise
that is to the people of Oregon? But
the bil! binds the State to pay to the
company filty per centum of the amount
expended each year by the company.
And how is that fact to be ascertained ?
By the appointwent of persone for that
purpose on the part of the State? And
they can only ascertain, of course, by
an examination of the books of the
company, and, of course, it is not to be
presumsed that those baoks will ever
show one dollar more thun has actually
beed expended by the company ; thda;
these men report to the Governor, and
he orders the money drawn from the
Treasury of the State for the benefit of
this company, and if there is ne money
on hand to reimburse this company for
erecting their own works, then, by the
provisions of the bill, warrants must be
drawn instanter upon the Treasurer for
the amount, and those warrants are to
draw ten per cent, interest in gold coin
until the money shall be in the Treas-
.m‘y;' and the people are to pay this in-
terest for the benefit of this company,
whose necessities demand it. Then
there is seventy-nine thousand dollars
to be appropriated to pay somebody
their expenses while rusticating in the
Cascade Mountaing during the summer
gessons. As to what disposition is to
be made of the balance of the school
money, as yet, hus not been thrown to
the sutface; but we hear whisperings
intimating that it will probably become

Under this act, the township of Sa
lem voted aid to the Detroit and Iow-

The decision of the Court was rens
dered by Judge Booly, in one of the
ablest opinions we have ever read on
that subject, sustaining the decision of
the Township Board and denying the
‘writ. This decision is particularlgain-
teresting to us at this time, on aceount
of the exertions that have been and
are being made by monopolists to evade
the prohibitory clause in the Coostitu-
tion of Oregon, and secure the passage
of a similar act by our own Legislas
ture,

On this subject the Oregonian of
Sept. 26th, under the head of *West
Side Railroad Again,” says: “The
(Constitution provides explicitly that no
aid shall be granted by any ecunty or
municipality to any company or corpor-
ation, for any purpose whatever. Now
it scems to us that the case might be
reached in this way: The Legislature
has power to authorize the city to in-
crease its indchbtednes, This boing
done, measures may se tuken to obvi-
ate the coustitutional impediment by
granting directly to Mr. Holladay the
aid afforded, om condition that he will
cauge the road to be baiit wholly on
this side of the river, with its terminus
in Portland. In this way the objection
against the granting of aid to a com~
pany or corporation might, we think,
be avoided.”

That is, aceording to the Oregonian,
by cvading an “explicit” provision of
the Constitution the tax payers of Port~
land can be robbed out of a few hun-
dred thousand dollars for the beuefit of
Mr. Holluday.

'/ Such an aet, oatside of any prohibit-

ory clause in the Constitution, says the
Supreme Court of Michigan, “is in ex-
cess of legislative authority, and there~
fore void.” And we catertain no fears
but that, should a case arise, the courts
of Oregou, like those of Michigan, will
have the courage to make a correct de~
cision, though it be apparently uopop-
ular.
